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Summit 
planned 
on surgery 
closure 

PLANS for a summit meet¬ 
ing are being drawn up to 
ensure patients from a clos¬ 
ing GP surgery can still be 
treated nearby. 

A public meeting was 
held on Monday between 
Sand well Council’s health 
scrutiny board and NHS 
England representatives 
over the Mailing Health 
Wednesbury Surgery, which 
is due to close on April 11. 

More than 2,500 patients 
are expected to have to 
move after the NHS decided 
not to renew its five-year 
contract on the centre, some 
of whom will have to travel 
several miles. 

Councillors have moved 
to try to ensure patients can 
still be treated somewhere 
nearby in Wednesbury, if 
not at the surgery itself. 

A mediation hearing is set 
to be arranged between the 
NHS, council and a neutral 
third party. 

If that fail, councillors are 
prepared to go directly to 
the Health Secretary. 

Councillor Paul Sandars, 
chairman of the scrutiny 
committee, said:“We want 
mediation regarding the 
location of the surgery, to 
keep patients from the Mail¬ 
ing centre at the Mailing 
practice if possible.” 

Ward councillor Elaine 
Costigan said: “I’m still 
worried about the patients 
in Wednesbury.It’s three 
meetings we’ve had now”

FANS PUN TO 
HONOUR JEFF

BAGGIES fans plan to hold a minute’s applause at the 
next match to support a campaign launched by the fam¬ 
ily of West Bromwich Albion and England legend Jeff As- 
tle after the Football Association apologised to his wid¬ 
ow for its treatment of her. 

Mr Astle died in 2002 aged 59, from serious brain damage sustained 
through repeatedly heading heavy leather balls throughout his playing 
career. He played for the Baggies from 1964 to 1974. 

His family have launched a Justice for 
Jeff campaign and have called on the FA to 
recognise what happened to Mr Astle, who 
had three daughters, and to launch re¬ 
search into the affects of heading footballs. 

The FA promised a 10-year study into 
the effects of heading footballs, but noth¬ 
ing has yet been published. 

It has now apologised to Mr Astle’s 
widow, Laraine, about its failure to keep 
her informed about its work. 

Mrs Astle, aged 69, said: “When Jeff was 
diagnosed they never acknowledged the 
findings of the post mortem. 

“The coroner said there was no doubt 
that heading heavy footballs killed Jeff, 
which we knew from the day he was di¬ 
agnosed. But the FA have never acknowl¬ 
edged that.” 

Mrs Astle said she understood that at 
the time the FA would launch a 10-year 
research investigation into the affects of 
heading balls. 

She said: “Until they acknowledge what 
killed Jeff, that they fully take responsibil¬ 
ity, that the football did kill him, then they 
will not see the need to do the research. 

“Once they do that, they have a duty of 
care, not just to those of Jeffs generation, 
not just the players of today, but to those 
little ones coming through now, to protect 
them. We need justice for Jeff,” she said. 

An FA spokesman said: “We deeply re¬ 
gret any upset caused to the Astle family 
due to our lack of contact during this pe¬ 
riod.” It said it would speak to the Astle 
family about its work as soon as possible. 

John Homer, chairman of West Bro¬ 
mwich Albion Supporters Club, said he 
thought the plan for a round of applause in 
the ninth minute of this weekend’s away 
game at Hull would be well-received. 

“The man is a legend - he was always 
known as the King,” he added.

More than 360 new homes were ear¬ 
marked to transform The Lyng estate, in 
West Bromwich, in a multi-million scheme 
approved three years ago.

Four problem drunks 
have already been kicked 
out in recent months. In¬ 
spector Akeel Najib, from 
Sandwell Police, said: “We 
have another three live 
cases at the moment.” 

Jobless total 
shows a fall 

NEW figures today showed 
a record number of people 
in work and continuing 
falls in unemployment. Job¬ 
less queues are also getting 
shorter in Sandwell - just. 

Nationwide, just over 
30 million people are now 
in jobs, up by 459,000 on a 
year ago, the highest figure 
since records began in 1971, 
according to the Office for 
National Statistics.

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Jail on hold for car insurance con trio 


TWO women and a man who con¬ 
spired together in a bid to commit 
a car insurance con with one of 
them claiming their BMW had been 
stolen have avoided immediate jail 

Leanne Griffiths, of Walsall, 
made a false claim after reporting 
her car stolen from Sandwell Valley 
Country Park on April 10 last year 
to avoid paying a hefty repair bill 


to get the faulty car fixed, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. The 
court was told she stood to benefit 
from around £3,000, but the car was 
later found at a farm in Stafford. 

Couple Kelly Turton, aged 31, 
and Steve Beckles, 35, both of Val¬ 
ley Road, Hamstead, Birmingham, 
also appeared at court last Tuesday 
for being part of the conspiracy. 

Mr Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting, 


said 34-year-old Griffiths, of Forrest 
Road, had told police the three had 
driven to Sandwell Valley Country 
Park and she had left her car to go 
for a walk, but when she returned 
it was gone. 

He said she gave the value of the 
car as £6,000, but the insurance 
company was only likely to have 
paid out around £3,000. Turton 
also made a statement to the po¬ 


lice about the alleged stolen vehicle 
while her partner Beckles had been 
present. 

All three defendants pleaded 
guilty to conspiring to commit fraud 
by false representation. Judge Mi¬ 
chael Dudley gave each of them a 
12-week prison sentence, suspended 
by 12 months, and a two-month cur¬ 
few from 7pm to 7am, and an order 
to pay an £80 victim surcharge. 


Suspended staff back 
at their council jobs 


THREE council workers suspended on full 
pay after a suspected data leak are back 
at work but not before it cost their cash- 
strapped authority around £35,000 in wages. 

The suspected breach occurred last October - two 
managers were suspended for five months on full 
pay while another worker was suspended for three. 
It is believed the investigation on Sandwell Council cen- 
tred on whether workers 
had accidentally leaked de¬ 
tails on the state of a man’s 
mental health. 

All of the members of 
staff work in the authority’s 
homelessness team. 

The most senior manager 
returned to work last week, 
and a senior officer’s sus¬ 
pension was ended the week 
before. The third employee 
was only suspended until 
December. 

At the time they were sus¬ 
pended, the authority had 
stressed that suspension 
was no indication any of the 
employees were at fault. 

The council insisted it 
had followed with its own 
disciplinary procedure, but 
would not be drawn to ex¬ 
plain why the process had 
taken five months to reach 
its conclusion when no fur¬ 
ther sanctions were needed 
against staff. 

Chief Executive Jan Brit¬ 
ton said: ““We can confirm 
that following a data pro¬ 
tection incident the council 
undertook an independent 
investigation. 

“As a result of this, the 
council self-referred the in¬ 
cident to the Information 
Commissioner’s Office [the 
Government’s data watch¬ 
dog], suspended staff and 
took appropriate action in 
line with the council’s disci¬ 
plinary procedure. 

The ICO has concluded 
his investigation, acknowl¬ 
edging the actions already 
taken by the council and 
concluding that no further 
action was required. We 
cannot comment on individ¬ 
uals.”

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Fewer convictions on domestic violence

HUNDREDS fewer people are being con¬ 
victed for domestic violence in the West 
Midlands each year, new figures have 
shown. 

And shadow home secretary Yvette 
Cooper has said she wants police forces 
to publish their performance figures on 
domestic abuse and sexual violence to get 
more abusive partners behind bars. 

The official crime statistics show a drop 
both in the number of reports of domestic 
violence and in successful prosecutions in 
the West Midlands since 2010. Last year 
27,853 cases were reported to West Mid¬ 


lands Police but just 2,570 people were 
convicted in the same year. That compared 
with 3,168 convictions from 46,829 reports 
in 2009/10. 

In the West Midlands the conviction rate 
for rape cases reported in the same year has 
gone up from 16.6 per cent in 2008/9 to 29.9 
per cent and in West Mercia it has dropped 
from 12.4 per cent to 10.3 per cent. 

Labour has said if it wins next year’s 
general election it will introduce a Violence 
against Women and Girls Commissioner to 
work with police forces whose performance 
is poor and support victims. 


The party says that nationally domestic 
violence crimes are increasing, but that 
fewer cases are being passed to the Crown 
Prosecution Service and there are fewer 
convictions. 

There were 838,000 reports of domestic 
abuse in 2012/13 - only six per cent resulted 
in a conviction. 

Ms Cooper said: “The scale of domestic 
abuse is shocking. The Government and the 
Home Secretary have turned their backs on 
this issue. Support and justice for victims is 
getting worse not better as a result of their 
failure.” 


Better marks are gained 
after follow-up inspection 


A SCHOOL in Sandwell has been told it is im¬ 
proving with pupils making better progress 
in maths and reading. 

At the end of last year Pennyhill Primary School, 
West Bromwich, was told it ‘required improvement’ 
following an Ofsted inspection. 

But a follow-up menitoring report from Ofsted has re¬ 
vealed the school is making improvements. 


Bandstand 
plans for 
town parks 

NEW bandstands are set to 
be installed in Dartmouth 
Park in West Bromwich and 
Victoria Park in Tipton. 

The council has begun 
the search for a supplier to 
recreate the Victorian band¬ 
stand that once stood in 
Dartmouth Park and may 
use a similar design in Vic¬ 
toria Park, Tipton. 

The exact cost of the 
scheme is not yet known, 
but the hunt has been 
kicked off by the authority 
via networking website Find 
It In Sandwell. 

If the idea is made into 
reality, it will tie in with 
the ongoing multi-million 
pound transformation of 
Dartmouth Park. 

Friends of Dartmouth 
Park group secretary Carol 
Hartill said: “We’re abso¬ 
lutely thrilled about this. 
We don’t know how much it 
will cost yet..” 

The scheme is aimed at 
transforming popular com¬ 
munity attractions back 
to former glories. Council 
leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper highlighted there 
were already seven parks 
across the borough with 
Green Flag status. 


A report published follow¬ 
ing a two-day inspection in 
December said the school 
‘required improvement’. 

It said teaching was ‘not 
good enough to ensure that 
all groups of pupils made 
consistently good progress’ 
and recognised that pupils 
did ‘not achieve well in 
mathematics’. 

The report concluded by 
recommending the school 
improve the quality and 
consistency of teaching and 
raise achievement in read¬ 
ing and mathematics. 

The new report, following 
an inspection this month, 
identifies a number of areas 
of improvement. 

It said: “Staff are working 
determinedly to tackle the 
areas for development iden¬ 
tified in the last report. Pu¬ 
pils are beginning to make 
better progress in mathe¬ 
matics and reading.” 

It added that recently 
added displays around the 
school celebrate pupils’ 
work, especially in art, but 
that opportunities were still 
being missed to emphasis 
pupils’ writing. 

Despite the improve¬ 
ments the school is still 
classified as ‘requiring im¬ 
provements’. 

Headteacher Juliet Silver- 
ton said: “We’re delighted 
that our hard work has been 
recognised in the most re¬ 
cent inspection monitoring 
report, and that there’s al¬ 
ready been a positive impact 
on children’s learning.”

Former Labour councillor joins Greens 


A COUNCILLOR who quit the 
Labour party a year ago has now 
joined the Greens. 

Jayne Wilkinson becomes the 
Green Party’s first member on 
Sandwell Council, having spent the 
past year sitting as an independent. 

She was elected as a Labour coun¬ 
cillor in Tividale in 2010 but fell out 
with the party last year following 
complaints about some of the mes¬ 


sages Councillor Wilkinson had 
posted on Facebook. 

The45-year-old who took the 
Tividale seat from the BNP, had 
also started a petition to stop the 
Crosswells Road factory from being 
re-built but then dropped it. 

The council investigated her fol¬ 
lowing an anonymous allegation 
that she ditched the petition be¬ 
cause the factory owner allegedly 


paid to replace her car, which had 
been damaged in the blaze, but 
found no wrong-doing. 

Labour has 67 out of the 72 seats 
on the council. 

Councillor Wilkinson, who is up 
for election again in May, said “I 
have been extremely disappointed 
with the Labour party in Sandwell. 
They are seriously out of touch 
with the ordinary working man and 


woman. Sandwell Council is famous 
for its lack of democracy.” 

She claims she left Labour after 
‘alleged bullying’ and that the party 
did not like her speaking out. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, La¬ 
bour council leader, said: “We’re 
certainly not out of touch with or¬ 
dinary working people, something 
that has been proved by the number 
of seats we have gained since 2010.” 


More babies mean big 
pressure put schools 


MORE than 1,600 additional school places 
will be needed in Sandwell by next year as 
the borough experiences a massive baby 
boom. 


An unprecedented rise in birth rates is putting 
pressure on the borough’s schools. The full extent 
owas revealed in a report to Sandwell Council which 
recommends th^expansion_ of four_primary schools 


under a £5.2 million pro¬ 
gramme to create extra 
reception places. 

Two years ago the coun¬ 
cil identified the population 
was growing at a rate which 
would mean at least 1,000 
new places would be needed 
every year if the boom con¬ 
tinued at the same pace, but 
it has now quickened. 

A new report reveals that 
of the borough 23 wards, 
22 will need extra places by 
April next year to keep up 
with the current population 
surge that will see around 
5,000 children apply for 
school places by September 
2014. 

The wards identified as 
most in need of spaces were 
Abbey, Bristnall, Princes 
End, Tipton Green and Old 
Warley. 

The baby boom is being 
seen across the country. The 
rise is being driven by more 
women in their 20s and 
30s becoming mothers due 
to advances in healthcare, 
and more migrant families 
coming to the UK than the 
numbers leaving. 

The authority’s Labour 
leaders have previously

criticised the withdrawal 
of funding to build any 
new school facilities after 
the cancellation of the bor¬ 
ough’s £138 million Build¬ 
ing Schools for the Future 
programme. 

At a meeting next week, 
the council’s children ser¬ 
vices chief Councillor Simon 
Hackett, will be asked to 
approve the expansions of 
four primary schools, Perry- 
fields, Oldbury, Reddal Hill, 
Cradley Heath, Ferndale, 
Great Barr, and Holy Trin¬ 
ity, West Bromwich. 

All four will be enlarged 
to accept more children this 
year, but the move will only 
create an additional 105 
school places for reception 
children by September - still 
leaving a significant short¬ 
fall by next year still. 

It will help deal with a 
population increase of 8.9 
per cent since between 2001 
and 2011 - the period cov¬ 
ered by latest national cen¬ 
sus. But the report warned 
that the only ward likely to 
continue to meet demand 
was Newton.

NATIONAL Express West Midlands, the region’s biggest 
bus operator, announced today (Thursday) the signing of 
a £100m deal for 600 British-built buses. The agreement 
with Alexander Dennis will support 2,000 British jobs. The 
news was welcomed by West Bromwich East MP Tom Wat¬ 
son who called on other West Midlands companies to buy 
British. The vehicles will be equipped with the latest cus¬ 
tomer comfort technology, low emissions engines as well as 
high definition CCTV. Mr Watson said: “Deals like the one 
announced today by National Express West Midlands are 
what British companies should be doing.”

AN OUTDOOR beer festival was so suc¬ 
cessful that it is set to return for a second 
year. 

Thousands of punters visited the beer 
festival in Bearwood’s Lightwoods Park last 
year, a part of the popular annual May Day 
celebrations which drew a crowd of 22,000 
people. 

And now organisers have applied for a 
licence for this year’s event, which is set to 
take place on Monday, May 5. 

They have asked Sand well Council for 
a ‘limited time licence’, which would see 
them serve alcohol in the designated area 


between 10.30am and 8pm. 

Lightwoods Park Friends Group chair¬ 
man Richard Marshall said: “Last year was 
the first outdoor beer festival to take place 
in Sandwell. “It was an enormous success 
and we sold out of everything. We had nine 
different ales and four different ciders, and 
we sold out of the first cider within 25 min¬ 
utes - all of the cider was gone within 45 
minutes. 

“There was not a single bit of trouble last 
year, 22,000 people attended and we had 
only two officers who were coming in and 
out. We had Sandwell wardens on site, but 


mostly it was volunteer stewards looking 
after the crowds and we didn’t have one 
incident. 

“Licences can be granted on the basis of 
how trouble free events have previously 
been, so we are hopeful we will be given 
permission this year.” 

A decision on whether the licence is 
granted is expected to be made within the 
coming weeks. 

Last year Enville Breweries, based near 
Stourbridge, parked up its beer bus to host 
the real ale festival, and will return this 
year along with Black Country Inns.The 


May Day Festival itself is also expected to 
be bigger and better than ever before, with 
30 bands playing to the crowds from the 
park’s bandstand. Hit 80s reggae group 
Musical Youth, best known for their 1982 
single Pass The Dutchie, will be closing the 
event. 

Mr Marshall added: “The first year we 
did the festival we organised it in six weeks, 
and this year we have had to start organ¬ 
ising in January.

He did add that the Hippodrome could 
play a role as a live music venue and may 
attract some visiting shows due to its 
large capacity. He also said the venue 
could conflict with the programme of 
shows already at borough venues such 
as Dudley Town Hall. 

Yet friends group chairman Gordon 
Downing said this would not be a prob¬ 
lem. 

“Personally I’m not looking at staging 
one-off nights,” Mr Downing said. “I 
would prefer shows to come in Tuesday 
to Saturday. 

“The fact that they say there is not 
enough room on the circuit, I can’t 
imagine that one extra theatre would 
make much difference to them at all.

Mr Bond suggests a capital invest¬ 
ment of between £5m and £10m would 
be needed along with a ‘significant’ an¬ 
nual council subsidy of at least £300,000 
to £400,000 a year. 

Many theatres areowned by local au¬ 
thorities but are now often managed by 
trusts or separate commercial operators, 
the report says. 

Mr Bond says the ‘danger’ is the 
friends group would be unable to attract 
the funding required should it be re¬ 
tained and run on a voluntary basis.

ANDREW TURTON reports 
on findings that call into 
question the reasoning for 
saving Dudley Hippodrome 


IT is a report which delves into 
questions at the heart of a 
campaign to save the Dudley 
Hippodrome from being bull¬ 
dozed into oblivion. 

Experts are set the task to ana¬ 
lyse the future for the theatre and 
whether hope to reopen the Hippo¬ 
drome can become a reality. 

Dudley Council spent £2,750 commis¬ 
sioning consultants to appraise a busi¬ 
ness plan compiled by campaigners to 
run the landmark theatre. 

Now we can reveal the contents of 
that report after being granted access 
through a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest. 

Herefordshire-based consultants Art- 
service were commissioned last year to 
look at the future of the building which 
celebrated its 75th anniversary last year. 

Now the stark prediction dealt by con¬ 
sultant Alun Bond reveals concerns for 
the future. 


Lifestyle 

“The Hippodrome is a major theatre 
and has undoubtedly played an impor¬ 
tant and memorable role in the cultural 
life of Dudley and its people,” he said. 
“In its heyday, would have been a major 
resource to the borough. 

“Unfortunately, due to the radical 
changes in lifestyle and leisure consump¬ 
tion that have taken place, its isolated 
location, the loss of its technical facili¬ 
ties, and the changes that have occurred 
in the regional market for theatre and 
in national touring product availabil¬ 
ity, mean that it is no longer positioned 
to be able to compete effectively in the 
theatre market. It is very difficult to see

therefore how it might be restored to a 
venue capable of viable and sustainable 
operation.” 

One crucial issue he identified was 
competition from other Midland thea¬ 
tres and potential for barring clauses 
stopping certain shows from appear¬ 
ing at the nearby Dudley Hippodrome. 
Such clauses can prevent a touring 
company or performer playing two the¬ 
atres within a certain distance and time 
period of each other. 

He said this potentially could include 
theatres like Wolverhampton’s Grand 


Theatre, Birmingham Hippodrome and 
The New Alexandra Theatre in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Campaigners had secured the inter¬ 
est of Bill Kenwright, a major producer 
of touring musicals, at bringing shows 
to the Hippodrome. However Mr Bond, 
in his report said it would be unlikely 
to secure productions from ATG, also 
known as the Ambassador Theatre 
Group, which is also one of the UK’s 
leading theatre operators, as this would 
compete with the New Alexandra, 
which it operates.

Modern 1,000-home 
development unveiled 



THIS is a first glimpse of what 
a huge housing development 
on the edges of Smethwick 
could look like. 

The artist’s impression shows 
the Icknield Port Loop, between 
City Hospital and Edgbaston res¬ 
ervoir, which could see more than 
1,000 homes developed on brown¬ 
field land. 

Bound on all sides by a bend in the 
Birmingham Old Canal Line, the site 
already has outline planning permis¬ 
sion approved for 1,150 homes, 6,690 
square metres of retail and commer¬ 
cial space, a hotel and a swimming 
pool.

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Police chief in drugs 
gear suppliers hope 


ONE of the lead investigators 
behind a landmark conviction 
of 11 specialist sellers who 
helped supply equipment to 
cannabis growers has said 
he hopes the case will spark 
a debate over legislation. 

Hydroponics shop owners and 
workers from across the Black 
Country and Birmingham were 
sentenced last Tuesday for help¬ 
ing others to grow cannabis. 

They had been selling the hydropon¬ 
ics equipment needed to produce the 
class B drug, and were convicted fol¬ 
lowing an extensive undercover police 
operation. 

One of those behind the sting, Act¬ 
ing Detective Chief Inspector Tom 
Chisholm, said there is currently 
nothing in law to regulate this kind of 
hardware. 

Debate 

He said: “We wanted to test a hy¬ 
pothesis that they were going beyond 
just selling the equipment, and in the 
cases of the ones we convicted they 
were. I’m hoping having this sort of 
debate might kick start people into 
looking into legislation around this, 
but that’s out of my hands.” 

The operation was launched in re¬ 
sponse to the number of this type of 
shop that seemed to be springing up 
across the West Midlands. 

DCI Chisholm said: “We noticed 
that a lot of the cannabis factories we 
were raiding had equipment that can

Curtians up on a new deal for theatre 



TheOld Rep Theatre in Birmingham looks set to have a new tenant after tendering process 


A COMPANY has been found to breathe new life into a 
100-year-old theatre. Birmingham City Council has been 
looking for a new firm to operate the Old Rep. 

Cabinet members will be asked to approve proposals to 
sub-let the building to Birmingham Ormiston Academy 
(BOA) for five years. The 383-seat theatre, which is based 


in Station Street in the city centre, was built in 1913 and 
was home to the Birmingham Repertory Company. 

The Old Rep - the first theatre in England to be designed 
for repertory - has been home to the Birmingham Stage 
Company since 1992. Following a tender process, the BOA 
would have the option to extend until March 2024. 


Public loo-sing clarity 


IT has taken months of nego¬ 
tiations, hours of discussion 
over hundreds of pages of 
obscure legal jargon, and still 
the future of a disabled toilet 
has not been decided. 

Sandwell Council has released a 
heavily-redacted copy of its so-called 
Concordat - a legal document set¬ 
ting out its 25-year partnership with 
Sandwell College, that will see a sixth 


form centre created after a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound refit of The Public. 

Hundreds of pages of the document 
were released under Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation laws. What the much-discussed 
document could not clarify however 
was what would happen to the Chang¬ 
ing Places lavatory. A total of 57 
clauses or documents were blanked 
out from view. 

There was also no clarification on 
the members of the public’s future 


ability to use the Changing Places 
toilet, which is equipped to cater for 
people with profound and multiple 
learning disabilities. 

Councillor Steve Eling, Sandwell’s 
deputy leader, said: “The Changing 
Places facility will remain once the 
construction period is concluded. The 
council and college will be working 
together on the exact access arrange¬ 
ments for members of the public with 
severe disabilities.”

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inspirational Gaurav now 
back home with family 


HE HAS spent the past three 
months in isolation recover¬ 
ing from a life-saving bone 
marrow transplant. 

But now brave two-year-old 
Gaurav Bains is back home in the 
loving arms of his family - after 
becoming an inspiration to thou¬ 
sands. 

Gaurav underwent the operation 
just before Christmas and has spent 
the weeks since locked away in his hos¬ 
pital room to give his immune system 
time to rebuild. 

His family are over the moon that he 
is now back home in Tipton. 

Parents Sunny and Gurprit took it 
in turns to stay at their son’s bedside 
throughout his stay at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. 

Mr Bains, aged 31, said: “It’s bril¬ 
liant, he’s back at home where he be¬ 
longs.” 

Leukaemia 

Gaurav, from Alexandra Road, has 
left hospital almost 12 weeks after he 
was admitted, and 71 days after his 
stem cell transplant. 

Had he not received the transplant, 
to treat an extremely rare condition 
called Monosomy 7 Syndrome, then it 
is likely he would have developed an 
aggressive form of childhood leukae¬ 
mia. 

It is the plight of Gaurav, and other 
children who also suffer from rare con¬ 
ditions, such as baby Margot Martini, 
that have highlighted the drastic need 
for bone marrow donors. 

Their stories have inspired thou¬ 
sands to support the campaign. 

There are several registers in the 
UK, such as Anthony Nolan Trust and 
Delete Blood Cancer, which list all of 
those who could be potential matches 
for those in need. 

But when some are struck down 
with such serious conditions, those 
lists have proved to be desperately

short. Like Gaurav, whose family 
fought to find a donor match by organ¬ 
ising registration events nationwide, 
17-month-old Margot’s hopes of find¬ 
ing a donor were pinned on getting 
more people to provide their DNA. 

Margot, whose mother is originally 
from Essington, was 14 months old 


when she was diagnosed with a rare 
form of blood cancer. 

Following registration events in 
her name, it is estimated that around 
50,000 people signed ups. At the end of 
last month, she too underwent a trans¬ 
plant. Her parents are facing an anx¬ 
ious wait to see if it has been a success.

Shop crime fall as

REPORTS of crime have dropped 
off around a Smethwick shopping 
centre which had become a lure for 
nuisance youths and drug users.

Focus on 
Oldbury 


Joy as roof 
at church 
is repaired 

LEADERS of a 130-year- 
old church are celebrating 
after repairs were made to 
its once leaky roof. George 
Road Community Church, 
Oldbury, needed its roof to 
be replaced so it could con¬ 
tinue offering its services. 

The well-used building, 
built in 1884, provides a 
base for exercise classes, 
luncheon clubs and youth 
clubs as well as hosting 
Neighbourhood Watch 
meetings, training days and 
community forums. 

It also offers a space for 
birthday parties and wed¬ 
ding receptions and is used 
by the nearby school and 
during elections. The over¬ 
grown burial ground has 
been transformed into a 
community garden, with a 
water feature made from a 
100-year-old well. 

Project leader June 
Whitehouse said: “The new 
roof will make the church 
more comfortable for the 
whole community and we 
are delighted that the pro¬ 
ject is now complete. We 
knew we couldn’t go on 
much longer with the roof 
the way it was so it’s great 
it’s repaired now.” 

The roof project was sup¬ 
ported by funding from The 
Veolia Environmental Trust 
which awarded a grant of 
£23,000 through the Land¬ 
fill Communities Fund. 


Plans are sent in for £2m 
charity animal hospital 


PLANS for a new £2 million animal hospital 
in Oldbury have been lodged by pet charity 
PDSA. It follows an increase in demand for 
their services at its current base in Quinton. 

The new site on the Wolverhampton Road will be 
known as the People’s Dispensary for Sick Animals 
Centre for North-West Birmingham and Sandwell 
and will feature the latest veterinary equipment. 


When people arrive they 
will walk into a spacious 
two-storey waiting area,de¬ 
signed to be cool and well 
ventilated. 

The rest of the site will be 
single storey to reduce the 
impact of the building on 
the surrounding area and 
will include two operating 
theatres, a dental theatre, 
six consulting rooms and 
staff accommodation. 

The new centre will deal 
with around 20 consulta¬ 
tions during the day and 
a further 20 during the 
evening and overnight. 

Plans to build a new ani¬ 
mal hospital in the borough 
were first discussed with 
Sandwell Council in 2011 
after the charity experi¬ 
enced a rise in demand for 
its services. A letter sent to 
Sandwell Council’s planning 
department on behalf of the 
charity said: “The building 
will provide a vital service 
to the poorer communities 
in West Birmingham. The 
evidence from the existing 
centre, which is very con- 


[ Report by Tom Ma- 

gested, is conclusive proof of 
demand for this service. 

“The site has been chosen 
because it is located within 
the community it seeks to 
serve and is on a main pub¬ 
lic transport corridor, thus 
making the site accessible 
by both private and public 
transport. 

The letter goes on to say 
that around 30 full and 
part-time staff from the old 
centre will be kept on, safe¬ 
guarding jobs locally and 
there will be potential for 
the creation of more jobs in 
the future. 

The building has been de¬ 
signed to be flexible and will 
be built around an internal 
steel frame, to allow for fu¬ 
ture expansion of the facility 
or to accommodate changes 
in veterinary procedure 

The patch of land, oppo¬ 
site Oldbury Academy, was 
originally owned by the 
council and was sold to the 
charity to allow proposals 
for the building to move for¬ 
ward.

Superfan Neil's homage to Dexys 
and frontman and friend Kevin 


DEXYS Midnight Runners su¬ 
perfan Neil Warburton has put 
the finishing touches to a book 
chronicling the band’s history. 

And for the 42-year-old, from Old¬ 
bury, it is a more personal account as 
he is a long-time friend of the band’s 
mercurial frontman Kevin Rowland. 

Mr Warburton first got into the band 
when he was eight-years-old and the very 
first record he bought was their 1980 
chart-topper Geno. 

Rowland lived in the same street as 
Neil, Apollo Road. But when he settled 
down to watch the band perform on Top 
of the Pops one Thursday evening his 
mum had a surprise for him. 

He said: “We lived in Apollo Road, Old¬ 
bury. I remember sitting in front of the 
TV watching the band and my mum came 
in and saw Kevin. 

“She turned around to me and said: 
‘He only lives up the road’. It is not often 
you find one of your neighbours is your 
favourite rock star.” 

Mr Warburton, who still lives in Apollo 
Road, eventually plucked up the courage 
to knock on his neighbour’s door and ask

for an autograph. He was invited in and 
given a signed photo. And the two men 
remain friends to this day - and met up 
again only last year. 

Mr Warburton’s book is a compilation of 
15 issues of his fanzine Keep On Running, 
published between 1995 and 2000, along 
with new interviews from band members 
past and present including Kevin Archer 
and Jim Paterson. 

He started putting The book, which will 
be launched at Oldbury’s Railway Inn pub 
on March 22, together while out of work. 

Part of the launch event will be held at 


the Wetherspoons pub, the Court of Re¬ 
quests in Church Road, between 7pm and 
8pm on March 22. 

And to mark the occasion Anthony 
O’Shaughnessy, the cover star of the 
band’s iconic debut album Searching for 
the Young Soul Rebels, will be travelling 
from Belfast to attend. 

The event will then move on to the 
Railway Inn, Bromford Road, at 8.30pm 
where the band’s music will be played. 

Last month it was revealed that a doc¬ 
umentary had been made, due to be re¬ 
leased in May, following the band’s every 
move during a residency at London’s 
Duke Of York’s Theatre last year.

He tells the camera: “Do you know 
what?

15. I’d come bottom of the class in several 
subjects.” 

Last year he was given an honorary de¬ 
gree from the University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton.

“There’s something comforting 
about knowing we’re back because 
people liked it, so we’re doing 
something right,” she says. “It’s a 
shame you have to do anything on 
the first day. It’d be nice if it was a 
write-off because you’re just 
chatting and catching up. It’s lovely.” 

There’s about to be a new 
addition to the couple’s lives when 
we meet him again - Alex gives 
birth to their long-awaited first child, 
a girl, in dramatic circumstances. 

“The baby belongs to the Parish 
suddenly,” explains Colman. “So, 
everyone who is knocking on the 
door anyway is now also knocking 


on the door to look after the baby, 
which is very irritating to Alex.” 

There’s also little time for paternity 
leave, because Adam’s parish 
duties continue to weigh heavy on 
him. In the first episode, he joins 
forces with an Imam in an attempt 
to improve the local community, but 
is left wondering if his new 
colleague has a hidden agenda. 

Also giving poor Adam a 
headache are the new Area Dean 
and Diocesan secretary who seem 
to have big but destructive plans for 
St Saviour’s. 

Kayvan Novak, Joanna Scanlan 
and Vicki Pepperdine guest star as 
the newcomers, and the general 
consensus of opinion from 
Hollander and Colman is that 
they’re “brilliant’.’ 

Colman perhaps sums up Rev’s 
appeal best when she describes it 
as: “well-written, beautiful and the 
people are loveable and flawed. It’s 
got a soft underbelly and a humility 
which is easy to love.” 

And long may that continue.

The Widower 
ITV, 9pm 

Watching a drama based on a true story can be an 
odd experience. Chances are you already know 
what the outcome is, so where does the tension 
come from? Thankfully, the screenplay for this 
three-parter was penned by Bafta-winner Jeff Pope, 
who’s an expert at turning real cases into gripping 
drama by making viewers wonder how characters 
will get out of certain situations - or when they’re 
going to be caught.

It seems everywhere you turn these days a payday 
loan company is trying to flog you their services 
with another gimmicky advert. However, after 
watching this powerful documentary, even if you 
were slightly tempted before, you’ll think again. 
Household debt is at record levels and this 
programme meets people who have suffered 
financial disaster - and it makes for shocking 
viewing. Among them is Debra from County 
Durham who thought it would be simple enough to 
borrow £500 for a computer - the reality was that 
her loan would turn into a 10-year nightmare and 
end up costing her £88,000 as well as her home. 
Plus, a city boy who’s paying the price for his lavish 
lifestyle, and a man who blames his bank for his 
£42,000 debt. 


TUESDAY 
The Missing 
Channel 4,10pm 

It’s a frightening statistic, but every two minutes, 
someone in Britain goes missing. Fortunately, the 
majority are found again within 48 hours, but 2,000 
a year simply vanish, leaving a host of unanswered 
questions behind. This moving documentary meets 
three families who have had to deal with the 
disappearance of a loved one - a brother, a 
husband, and a mother. In all three cases, it was 
completely out-of-character for the missing person 
to have simply left without contacting anyone, and 
the police are as baffled as everyone else. The 
programme finds that the friends and relatives 
often feel as if they are in limbo, 
while some have gone 
to extraordinarylengths to try 
to bring the missing person 
home again.

Big Star’s Little Star

It 
was a big learning curve for us.” 

The duo who are an item, should you 
be wondering, both have an impres¬ 
sive musical track record with Martin 
being encouraged from an early age 
to follow her musical leanings while 
Henry has travelled to Asia to study 
classical Indian music. 

With being both a working couple 
as well as traversing the North South 
divide (Hannah is from Devon and 


Phillip Lancashire) do they work well 
together? Henry has little doubt about 
it. 

“Well I am very sarcastic and Helen 
is very well spoken so I think it is quite 
a good dynamic on stage, we have a 
good laugh. Helen brings a lot of West 
Country stuff to the act. 

“We are writing really well together 
these days and with each album we 
find new approaches to what we are 
writing and so the quality of our writ¬ 
ing is improving.” 

If you go by their latest collabora¬ 


tion which produced their acclaimed 
and second album Mynd then the team 
work seems to be paying off. 

Has all the new recognition, the 
award, the successful second album 
changed their horizons or ambitions? 

“I suppose it’s given us a nice boost 
of confidence and hope for the future,” 
admits Martin.

Kia refreshes 
best budget 
4x4 - popular 
Kia Sportage 

It’s easy to believe for a moment that the mar¬ 
ket for compact SUVs hasn’t changed all that 
much in the last ten years, but it’s now radi¬ 
cally different and the biggest beneficiary of 
these changes have been Kia, and more spe¬ 
cifically its Sportage. That car’s been fettled 
and refreshed now and still looks the best 
budget 4x4 not a whole lot of money can buy. 

As before, you get a choice of four powerplants. 
There are 1.7 or 2.0-litre common-rail diesels with 113 
and 134bhp respectively- or 1.6 and 2.0-litre petrols 
packing 138 and 161bhp. 

Performance is similar with the 2.0-litre units as both man¬ 
age the 0-62mph trial in under 11 s with the manual gearbox 
installed. The entry level cars have front wheel-drive, with 
upper spec models getting all-wheel traction. 

The Sportage uses a part-time all-wheel-drive system 
which sends 100 per cent of power to the front wheels un¬ 
less slippage is detected and it’s automatically diverted to 
the rear. There’s a Lock Mode for off-road driving which 
splits the available power 50/50 between the front and rear 
wheels, but it only operates below 25mph. All Sportage 
models have Hillstart Assist Control to help with uphill geta¬ 
ways and Downhill Brake Control to provide reassurance on 
steep descents. 

The latest car features Kia’s Flex Steer system on select¬ 
ed models. This allows the driver to choose between three 
different levels of power assistance according to preference 
and where the car is being driven. ‘Comfort’ mode provides 
increased help for parking or manoeuvring in tight areas, for 
example, while ‘Sport’ lessens the assistance for increased 
feel and stability at higher speeds. There is also a ‘Normal’ 
setting. In addition to this, the windscreen glass has been 
modified to reduce the amount of noise entering the cabin. 

Otherwise, it’s still as practical as ever. It just feels a lit¬ 
tle better built. The generous dimensions of the Sportage 
are carried over. There’s a substantial boot measuring in 
at 564-litres when the rear seats are occupied - or 1,353-li- 
tres when they’re folded down. Storage space inside the 
Sportage includes a six-litre centre console bin, large door 
pockets and a glovebox that’s air-conditioned on some 
models. 

Variants 

Prices kick off at around £17,500, which keeps things 
real and Kia has done a spot of tinkering with the mix of the 
model line-up. Two additional variants at the top and bottom 
have been added to the team sheet to further broaden the 
appeal to customers- an all-wheel drive 2.0 CRDi at entry 
level and the 1.7 CRDi turbodiesel is now an option on the 
top spec two-wheel drive model. The 1.6-litre direct-injection 
petrol unit and 1.7-litre turbodiesel made their debuts in the 
Sportage and remain the mainstays of the range in the UK. 

Equipment levels have also been subtly boosted across 
the range. 

The best-performing Sportage from an economy and 
emissions perspective is the font-wheel drive 1.7 CRDi die¬ 
sel which manages 54.3mpg and 135g/km. That’s pretty 
good going. Should you choose petrol power, the 1.6 GDi 
powerplant returns a combined fuel figure of 44.1 mpg and 
emissions of 149g/km. Should you want an all-wheel drive 
2.0-litre diesel, you’re looking at 49.6mpg and 149g/km 
which is very good . 

Beware opting for the automatic version though, as this 
puts a bit of a dent into the efficiency metrics at 40.9mpg 
and 179g/km. 

Like the rest of the Kia range, the Sportage is sold with 
the excellent seven-year or 100,000-mile warranty. It is ful¬ 
ly transferable should the car be sold before the time or 
mileage limits have been reached. Fixed cost servicing also 
brings additional peace of mind via the Kia Care-3 and Care- 
3 Plus servicing package, offering retail customers infla¬ 
tion-proof servicing for the first three or five years. Again, all 
packages cover the car, not the owner, so are transferable 
should the vehicle be sold.

CHEVROLET 


This family 
run-around 
is certain to 
create waves

If you want to go back to the future, you don’t 
need an eccentric scientist and a nucle¬ 
ar-powered silver sports car. 

You can do it for an awful lot less thanks to a car maker 
which has taken a bold new look at the market, expectations 
and the concept of value for money. 

It hasn’t exactly arrived in a flash of blinding light but this 
manufacturer’s latest offering is something of a revelation. 

The Dacia Logan is a mid-sized family estate (although 
for cargo capacity it’s not far behind big hitters like the Volvo 
V70) which is cheap to run, practical but costs half as much 
as some of its rivals. Dacia calls it an MCV, or maximum 
capacity vehicle, but in most other fleets its streamlined ap¬ 
pearance would earn it a ‘sports tourer’ tag. 

I drove the mid-range Ambiance model, with a 90bhp pet¬ 
rol engine capable of over 56mpg. It could be described as 
‘no frills’ but hardly basic, with a 573 litre load bay which 
stretches to an impressive 1,518 with the rear seats folded 
down. 

The price? Wait for it - £8,595 on the road and if you are 
really counting the pennies you could have an entry level 
model for £6,995. 

It’s based on a stretched version of the multi award-win¬ 
ning Duster platform, using using proven technology, engi¬ 
neering and in many cases parts (include engines) from the 
Renault group which owns the Romanian company. 

It seems even Renault has been surprised by Dacia’s suc¬ 
cess, as it didn’t originally intend to sell the cars in West¬ 
ern Europe where much of the market is dominated by 
badge-consciousness and the need to embrace all the lat¬ 
est, must have gadgetry. But customer demand, particular¬ 
ly from the hard-pressed private buyer spending their own 
money, means that Dacia (pronounced Datch-ya) looks set 
to be the next big name in budget motoring. 

Using well-established technology, concentrating on ba¬ 
sics, limiting such things as colour choices and accessory 
packs for ease of manufacture, means they can keep prices 
down. It doesn’t mean you have a car which does any less. 

Is this a glimpse of the future, if there are still to be cars 
which the man in the street can afford to buy new? The 
£8,595 test car, for example, comes with ABS, emergen¬ 
cy brake assist, electronic stability and traction controls, hill 
start assist, twin airbags, electric front windows, a radio/CD 
player with Bluetooth, remote central locking and split/fold 
rear seats. 

Capacity 

It was powered by Renault’s latest TCe petrol engine, 
which also appears in the new Clio range. Its capacity of 
just 898cc seems unfeasibly small for a car of this size but 
with well-spaced gearchanges it will go from a standstill to 
62mph in a fairly fleet 11.1 seconds. 

You don’t notice anything lacking on the open road, ei¬ 
ther, as this mighty atom’s secret is turbocharging. Not only 
does it have more power than the older, normally aspirated 
1,200cc unit it has almost twice the torque which makes for 
smoother progress with less effort. 

Fuel consumption averages 56.5mpg, with a low 116g/km 
of C02 emissions. The means no road tax in the first year, 
and just £30 annually after that. 

The Renault Group’s proven 1,5dCi turbo diesel, of course, 
has even more torque, is more economical (65.7mpg) and 
beats the magic lOOg/km of C02 so it’s road tax free. 

But, model for model, it’s also £1,000 dearer so retail buy¬ 
ers in particular have to do their sums. With your average 
mileage, and the lOp per litre premium on diesel prices, 
how long would it take for you to break even? 

There’s also the question of whether the car’s main role is 
for the school run, transporting the dog and other domestic 
duties, or whether if you’re using it as an alternative to a van 
when the diesel’s extra pulling power might be a better bet. 

There’s not much to say about the way the Logan drives. 
For most that isn’t a criticism: but just does what it does 
competently. Steering is light, unless you’re really working it 
hard you’re more likely to be listening for wind noise rather 
than the engine, and the ride is compliant. The sub-£7,000 
entry level model, the Access, is basically equipped and 
doesn’t, for example, have such luxuries as electric windows 
or even a radio. But it still has the full safety pack which is 
standard across the range, including front and side airbags, 
ABS, traction and stability controls. 

The Ambiance tested is better equipped, while the flag¬ 
ship Laureate adds to its specification with upgraded trim, 
alloy wheels, cruise control, trip computer and electric door 
mirrors, electric windows on the back as well and front fog 
lights and yet still costs under £9,000 for the 1.2 petrol ver¬ 
sion, or £10,795 with the flagship diesel under the bonnet. 

The limited number of options includes an upgraded Sat- 
Nav/audio pack for Ambiance and Laureate versions. 

The Dacia story is similar to that of Skoda’s transforma¬ 
tion by the VW Group - no-one’s laughing at Skoda now. 

The Dacia name isn’t yet that well known in Britain but that 
will change if, under Renault’s direction, it keeps producing 
cars like this which are the epitome of commonsense, prac¬ 
ticality and value for money.
